G eorge Kellogg last night climaxed a debate at 
Laguna Beach by a dramatic revelation of the reason 
he believes James Irvine is opposing the county water pro¬ 
gram. He drove the news home to his audience in a few 
staccato words at the end of a two-hour debate between him¬ 
self and J. Frank Burke in the auditorium of the Laguna 
Beach High school. 

“Of course James Irvine doesn’t want a dam on the Santa 
Ana river,” shouted Mr. Kellogg. 

“Why? 

“Because he wants that water to flow through a canal 
starting near the Fifth street bridge and leading to a dam 
he plans to build near the head of Newport bay.” 

Rased on State Report 

Mr. Kellogg, who is president of the associated cham¬ 
bers of commerce, declared that without a Santa Ana river 
dam, flood waters could be diverted and stored in the New¬ 
port reservoir to irrigate Mr. Irvine’s lands. His revelations 
about the dam were based on a state report on the Santa 
Ana river, known as bulletin 19, published under the name 
of State Engineer Edward Hyatt.

engineer’s office, saying the Irvine application for permis¬ 
sion to build the dam had been approved. 

Mr. Burke, former newspaper editor, and opponent of 
Mr. Kellogg in the debate, made no attempt to answer this 
revelation last night. 

Mr. Irvine himself was in the audience but did not deny 
Mr. Kellogg’s statements. The Journal called Mr. Irvine 
today to give him opportunity, more adequately to refute 
Mr. Kellogg’s charges. The exchange operator at the Irvine 
ranch said Mr. Irvine was “tied up.” 

C. Roy Browning, engineer for the Irvine company, later 
took the platform and said the state report from which Mr. 
Kellogg quoted was full of errors. He said such a canal was 
impossible, as its route would have to be directly through 
the First National bank of Santa Ana. He admitted to Mr, 
Kellogg that Mr. Irvine had applied to the state for per¬ 
mission to build the dam at the head of Newport bay. 

Contracts Storage and Runoff 

Mr. Kellogg showed a striking contrast between the 
storage capacity of the Newport reservoir and the amount of 
runoff from the area tributary’ to it. The storage capacity 
is set at 16,800 acre feet. But the runoff is only 4000 acre 
feet, said Mr. Kellogg. 

“Where is Mr. Irvine going to get the rest of the water?” 
demanded Mr. Kellogg. 

He answered the question by quoting from the state 
report. 

“This reservoir would be filled by a flood canal from the 
Santa Ana river, which would start from a point near the 
city of Santa Ana, would have a length of Hve miles and 
would be of capacity to accommodate 5000 second feet.” 

This, said Mr. Kellogg, explains why Mr. Irvine does not 
want a dam on the Santa Ana river. It explains, he said, 
why Mr. Irvine does not want a high dam if there is to be 
a dam and why he wants one “full of holes” so water escap¬ 
ing down river can be caught by his Newport dam. 

Producing the report itself, Mr. Kellogg turned to page 
61 and read about the Irvine reservoir site as follows: 

Reads In ine Reservoir Figures 

“This site is located, within 50 feet of sea level, three 
miles east of the city of Newport. It is estimated for a 
height of dam of 40 feet, a storage capacity of 16,800 acre 
feet, and a cost of $242,000. This is a cost per acre foot 
of storage capacity of $15. The formation of the dam site 
is clay and calls for an earth dam. The tributary drainage 
area is not subject to excessive flood discharge, and no spe¬ 
cial provision need be made for spillways. This reservoir 
would be filled by a flood canal from the Santa Ana river, 
which would start from a point near the city of Santa Ana, 
would have a length of five miles and would be of capacity 
to accomodate 5000 second feet.” 

Mr. Kellogg recalled an advertisement published by the 
Irvine company during the 1929 water bond campaign, lab¬ 
eled “A final word and definite promise,” in which Mr. Irvine 
pledged hearty cooperation to the citizens for construction 
of a dam at Prado. At that time a dam site lower on the 
river was being voted on. 

“We wonder if the Irvine interests want any dam on the 
Santa Ana river at all,” said Mr. Kellogg. “Regar^eM of 
what project is proposed, there seems to be opposition.” 

He recalled that when the county water district was 
formed, 22,000 acres of land on the Irvine ranch were desig¬ 
nated as being in the San*^a Ana river basin, “which engi¬ 
neers don’t seem to think belong in the basin.”

Dec. ll. (^Pi—The long- 
awaited general battle in North¬ 
ern Ethiopia, toward which the 
Italian and Ethiopian armies have 
been maneuvering for weeks, ap¬ 
peared to be under way today with 
the first engagement resulting in 
.xn advance by the Ethiopians. 

The Italian government an¬ 
nounced that Italian troops had 
retired before an attack of about 
■lOOO Ethiopians on the northern 
front. 

This announcement, the first of 
the war in which Italy has ad¬ 
mitted a retreat, was made in an 
official communique 

3Iany Losses 

There were considerable losses 
among the Italian forces includ¬ 
ing four Italian officers killed and 
three wounded, nine Italian sol¬ 
diers killed and several dozen 
Ethiopian allies killed and wound- i 
ed. The Ethiopian losses wen- ! 
described as "considerable.” 

The communique stated; 

“Notable enemy forces esti¬ 
mated at 3000 armed men at¬ 
tacked our advance observation 
posts on the Takkaze river near 
the ford of Mai Tiinchet.

John Smith heard the farmer 
was doing better, industry was 
producting more, the stock mar¬ 
ket trend was upward, the mov¬ 
ies were shoving millions into pro- 
duction.s, the world scries drew a 
big gate, the Baer-Louis fight 
gave Broadway its fir.st golden 
evening in years, football attend¬ 
ance was up 10 per cent. 

>Iany I'nemployed 

Was the depression really be¬ 
hind? 

He heard also that an army of 
unemployed numbering millions re¬ 
mained at the year-end, that the 
co.st of relief was running into 
billions, that the attack on major 
"new deal" legislation continued. 

Was there trouble ahead? 

John Smith could get any an¬ 
swer he wanted, depending upon 
what politician he asked, what 
statistics he consulted. 

Everything Up 

He was told that in the first 
eight months of 1935, the totai 
income of workers rose 5.6 per 
cent, but labor economists argued 
that during the .same period liv¬ 
ing costs went up 5.9 per cent. 

On Nov. 5. retail food costs 
for the country as a whole were 
6 5 per cent higher than on that 
date a year ago. Retail costs 
were up slightly, said the depart¬ 
ment of labor, but there was lit¬ 
tle or no change in clothing 
prices. 

Employment was up. too. The 
government’s bureau of labor sta¬ 
tistics said the factory employ¬ 
ment index reached in Oetober 
was the highest in five years, and 
the factory payroli index the high¬ 
est in foiir and a half years. 

Industries Gain 

But John Smith was told the 
earlier introduction of new auto- 
mohile models this year accounted 
for some of the October gain. 

Mn.st imp.ortant fall employment 
gains were in the.se industries: au¬ 
tomobile, blast furnace, steel, roil¬ 
ing mills, machine tool .shops, fur¬ 
niture and knit, woolen an<l wor¬ 
sted goods. Employment figures 
remained low in brick, tile, mar¬ 
ble, granite, slate and cement in¬ 
dustries, in railroad repair .shops, 
in locomotive building, in hard¬ 
ware, in lumber. 

There were imtre jobs, tint 

still far from eiiniigh to go 

around. 

At the start of the year, the 
relief population numbcreil 20.- 
069,0-17 pcr.sons, an all-time high. 
In September it fell to about 
I 16.000.000, but a new climb was 
I expected during the winter. 

The record relief population, in- 
I eluding about one out of every 
.seven per.sons. may not have 
startled John Smith, used to big 
I figures these years. But the sum 
I to provi<ic work, announced by 
] President Roo.scvclt an<l appropri- 
I ated later, may well have taken 
his breath away. It was $4,880,- 
' 000 , 000 . 

The new program w.as designed 
to provide work for 3,500.000. In¬ 
dustry, it was figureil, would ab- 
I .sorb another 3,500,000. Part of 
the appropriation would be used 
for tapering off the dole. 

In December officials announced 
the job-creation goal had been

.Assails Kooscvell 

Addressing the John .Mai.shall 
Republican Club of St. I^mis, 
Hoover singled out for a torrent of 
sarcasm Koo.sevelt’s Atlanta re¬ 
mark two weeks ago that “the me¬ 
chanics of civilization came to a 
dead stop on March 3. 1933” 

Tlic Itepublican chieftain said 
the depression actually was 
turned back throughout the 
world in .lime and July, 193’2, 
but that the New Deal caiisisi 
this country to lag for two years 
while other nations progressed. 

Roosevelt made a $2,500,000,009 
"error." Hoover .said in estimating 
the New Deal’s public debt com¬ 
mitments, and took credit for 
$220,000,000 of recoverable assers 
loaned out Ijy the Hoover regime. 
He predicted the public debt would 
ri.se to 32 or 33 billion by next 
July. 

Hysteria Blamed 

The former I’resident blamed 
the hank panic on hysteria in¬ 
duced among bank depositors by 
the incoming administration, and 
called it "the most political and 
most unneces.sary bank panic in 
all our history." 

He called the New Deal unem¬ 
ployment relief organization “typi¬ 
cal of the whole gamut of waste, 
folly, ineffectiveness, politics and 
destruction of self-government.” 

"The inevitable and driving 
purpose of any Inireauenn'.v," he 
said, "is to us«‘ its powers to se¬ 
cure ils jobs. The sudden ap¬ 
propriations to cities, counties 
anil stales were singularly limed 
to eleelious. .And this is not the 
only met hod of making politics 
out of huniau misery." 

Relief Costs Rise 

"When in the face of a decrea.se 
In the unemployed," said Mr. 
Hoover, “the cost of ndief ri.ses 
from $1.100,000.0(M) to an aiipro- 
priation of .$ 1 , 800 , 000,000 in a sin¬ 
gle year, it is certainly rea.son for 
Beaiching inquiry. . . . 

"Every eoniiiumity has Ihs-ii 
forced to lieeome a conspiracy to 
get their share from the federal 
grab bag.” 

Mr. Hoover .said the co.st of re¬ 
lief in the last year of his stew¬ 
ardship to federal, state, county, 
city and private agencies was 
about $1,100,000,000. The federal 
overhead, he said, was not more 
than $250,000 and the number of 
government employes fewer than 
200 . 

Increa.s<- Citi'd 

For the year ending last October 
the federal, state and local co.st 
aggregated $3..500.000.000, Hoover 
added, with 140,000 officials on the 
federal payrolls drawing about 
$300,000,000 a year. 

"It is easy," Hoover added, 
"to delect iimither $’;00,IM)0,000 
in pencils, typewriters, offices, 
automobiles, I’ullmaii fares, etc., 
not to mention pn-ss releases. 

“You and I know and the people 
know." ho went on, “that this 
horde of officials has been ap¬ 
pointed by the advice and consent 
of Democratic politicians.”

yearly on the Santa Ana river, 
•said Mr. Kellogg. “If there is 
that waste, why have they ob¬ 
jected to a high dam?” he asked 
Later he answered the question by 
revealing the plan for the New¬ 
port dam, which would store wa¬ 
ter to help irrigate the 22,000 
acres of Irvine land in the basin. 

I Challenge on Hole 

Opponents of the program have 
called attention to the fact that 
the Prado dam has a hole in it. 
through which flood waters would 
run and sink into the underground 
basin. They have ridiculed the 
project, .saying it has no con.ser- 
vation value. Mr Kellogg chal¬ 
lenged Mr. Burke to explain the 
; hole in the dam, but Mr. Burke 
I didn’t do it. Later Mr. Kellogg 
i revealed that plans for a lower 
' dam proposed by Mr. Browning 
‘ and Engineer F. C. Finkle, in a 
j report to Mr. Irvine, called for a 
I hole twice a.s large in the Prado 
■ dam, through which water would 
j flow down the river. 

I After revealing the plan for Mr, 

I Irvine's Newport storage reservoir, 
Mr. Kellogg said, “That explains 
j why, if there is a dam on the 
Santa Ana river, he wants a hole 
] in it twice as large as the one 
proposed in the county program 
now under consideration. 

Dramatic Talk 

Mr. Burke’s first words after 
reaching the stage were to ask 
i for more light on the audience 
] so he could see how his speech 
was going over. He made a fiery 
' and dramatic talk in which he 
! bore down heavily on the fact 
that the .$6,620,000 bond issue for 
the water program contains about 
! .$1,.700,000 more than is needed for 
purchase of rights of way. He 
also criticized the board of super- 
: vi.sors roundly and got so inter- 
I ested in this that he devoted con¬ 
siderable of his time to telling 
about the county welfare depart¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Burke said he knows noth¬ 
ing about engineering features of 
, the program but looks at it from 
; a business standpoint, 
j “If this program would get the 
, water for Orange county, I would 
I be for it, even if the board of 
supervisors were getting $1,750,- 
000 that they can’t use. Bill 
.Jerome admitted in my office that 
the program would not bring the 
needed water to the county right 
away and I said, ‘Why mort- 
j gage ourselves so we won’t have 
I the money with which to get wa- 
I ter?’ " 

Mr. Burke was referring to the 
j fact that large amounts of water 
will be caught in the reservoir only 
in flood years. 

Referring to published state¬ 
ments at)out his supposed busine.ss 
i relationship with Mr. Irvine, Mr. 
Burke .said, “Mr. Irvine has never 
I paid me a dollar. I paid $280 for 
I advertising and neither Mr. Irvine 
nor anyone else paid me a dollar 
on it.” 

I..auding Mr. Irvine, Mr. Burke 
said; "If some man didn’t fight 
the politicians, they’d rob you wild. 
The real trouble with Mr. Irvine 
is that he has brains and is honest. 
If there’s anything the politicians 
hate in this county, it’s men who 
have brains.” 

The audience liked that and ap¬ 
plauded in good, old campaign 
•style. Mr. Burke was doing well. 

Referring to a circular telling 
what wages would be paid to 
workers on the watei' pioject, Mr. 
Burke .said it promised 70 cenLs an 
hour but that (Jharles Fallert of 
the National Reemployment serv¬ 
ice says such jobs have a $48 per 
month wage scale. 

Hi.s Only .\nswer 

Mr. Burke’s only answer to the 
mention of the Irvine advertise¬ 
ment promising support of the 
Prado dam was that if he hadn't 
inin the advertisement the county 
would have been saddled with a 
$16,000,000 bond issue for the 
water program in 1929. 

He .said it was not necessary to 
keep the present bond issue to the 
$6,620,000 level in order to get all 
the $6..774,000 federal grant. The 
extra $1,750,000, he said, is for 
rights of way, and the government 
doesn’t care how much the county 
spends for these. 

Mr. Burke got into full stride of 
his talk when he came to the board 
I of supervisors.

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CITY BUS SERVICE 

H ere is the other side of the bus story in Santa Ana. 

Saturday, in the Col. Orange column, the C. H. Eckles 
Motor Transit company was criticised because it does not 
provide night service and .Sunday service for its Santa 
Ana patrons. Col. Orange mentioned the exclusive bus 
franchise which Mr. Eckles holds and said his company 
owes an obligation “outside the profit zone” because it 
enjoj's the exclusive right to the use of the streets. 

By that it was meant that even though the company 
does not always make a profit during some of its operat¬ 
ing hours, the public has a right to expect reasonable 
service during those times when people are getting about, 
notably during Sunday school and church hours and also 
during the evening hours when there is travel to and from 

theaters and other places of amusement.

M r. ECKLES takes exception to all that was said and, 
accompanying a letter to The Journal yesterday, was 
an advertisement offering his bus line for sale. Some 
enterprising firm might find this a profitable undertaking 
but Mr. Eckles insists there hasn’t been much in it for 
him. In spite of that, he adds, he has stayed with the 
ship during times when the going was very bad. 

We are certain Santa Anans appreciate Mr. Eckles’ 
attempt to provide city transportation. It probably is true 
that he finds it difficult to make money at all hours of 
the day. Few transit lines ever have accomplished that 
ambition. And it probably is true that Santa Ana, being 
“betwixt and between” a big town and a large city, offers | 
a problem unusually difficult to solve. Anyhow it is 
an interesting question and for that reason and because 
we want always to be fair and present both sides of the 
story. The Journal is publishing Mr. Eckles’ letter in full. 
Here it is: 

• • • 

“T NOTE your editorial in the Saturday Journal relative 
-L to Sunday and evening bus service. I am very much 
disappointed that you should write an editorial in the 
spirit that it is v/ritten in. I talked with one of your staff 
relative to this very matter and explained it fairly and 
truthfully. 

“Here is the situation. Back in 1929 when business 
was booming, the Pacific Electric Railway company was 
losing .$40 per day in bus operations in Santa Ana. They 
tried everything they could think of in routes and fares 
and finally after nine years of losses, they gave up in dis¬ 
gust. Yet, they were taking in around $70 to $80 per day 
during the week and around $90 to $100 on Saturdays. 
Why were they losing? When I looked over their books 
and checked their daily trip records I found that they 
were making money in the daytime but losing so much at 
night and Sundays that it put them in the red. Was I 
to be asinine enough to do the same thing? Is not 13 
hours of daily service much better than no service at all? 

“I did run Sunday service for about 13 hours daily 
from Oct. 18, 1929, the date I started, until Dec. 6, 1931, ! 

and here are the receipts for the last three Sundays: Nov. 

22, $14.56; Nov. 29, $12.32, and Dec. 6, $14.34. Now, at 
that time we were still running our 1929 mileage of 515 
miles per day. Figure it out. Divide 515 miles into $14.34 
and you have 2.8 cents per mile. How would you enjoy 
running busses for a gross receipt of 2.8 cents per mile? 

At that time it was costing about 11 to 12 cents per mile 
to operate. At 11 cents, 515 miles cost $56.65 per day, 
from which subtracting $14.34 you have a net loss of 
$42.31 per Sunday. Do you blame me for showing these 
figures to the city authorities and asking for relief from 
such a loss? And, do you blame them for allowing me to 
discontinue Sunday running? 

“Now I wish to present figures to show the punishment 
I took during the worst of the depression and yet I hung 
onto the city service. At the lowest point, the Santa Ana 
Bus service took in a daily average of $13.96 for 285 miles 
of running, less than 5 cents per mile. Did I quit? No, I 
still carried on. I had the right to quit according to my 
agreement with the city. Not only had I run for three 
months at a loss, I had run for years at a loss. 

* • • 

“"VTOW in 1935, when after six years of losses, I finally 
get out of the red, I again go into the red to try to 
pioneer 200 miles of new routes. While I work day and 
night to try to give Santa Ana 500 miles of daily bus serv¬ 
ice, I am handicapped by a dirty throw-away sheet and 
now you join in throwing public opinion against me. I am 
very much discouraged. This seems the last straw. 

“You say, ‘After all, Santa Ana isn’t Whittier.’ Why 
should it be a crime to live in Whittier? It was Whittier 
money and the nerve of a Whittier man that saved your 
bus service. No one else in Santa Ana or any other place 
would tackle a business that was losing $40 per day. Those 
who have criticised me and made it hard for the service 
did not step in and save Santa Ana from being entirely 
without bus service. When my losses in 1930 ran to $500 
to $600 per month, it was my Whittier life insurance loans 
that met the pay rolls. 

“During these six years I have paid over $40,000 in 
labor besides giving the city an accommodation that no 
one else would give. We do all of our lumber buying of 
the Barr Lumber company in Whittier. We do practically 
all of our food buying of the Alpha Beta stores in Whit- ' 
tier. My last suit I bought of Hill & Carden in Whittier. j 
We hold no prejudice against a firm that does business in 
two or three cities. My wife did the bulk of our Christ- ‘ 
mas shopping in Santa Ana. I buy all of my greases, oils \ 
and grease equipment from the Hunter Oil Co. of Santa i 
Ana, for my Whittier garage. We even bring Whittier 
friends to Santa Ana to spend money. ‘ 

“I enclose an ad for the sale of the Santa Ana Bus jj 
Service. I have worried myself sick long enough trying |i 
to do the impossible.
